eler is utterly at the mercy of tho por- 
;er, who can bo as mean ag he chooses 
to those who cannot pay.

1801), culminating at Wagrain, unliko 
either that o'f 1805, olosingwith Austerlitz, 
or the invasion of Prussia in ISO}, ending 
nt Jena, both of which were marvels in 
way of bold and telling strokes, proceeded 
with marvelous deliberation and patience. 
While the emperor's main army of 200,000 
men contended with the Kpunlnnls am 
English in the peninsuhi, and hlsgarrisot 
detachments were widely scattered along 
the Khuic and iu Italy, his old antagonist 
Francis Joseph of Austria, precipitated a 
new conflict •I>y:ihvading the territoryo 
the French allies forming the confedera 
tioii of the Khine. Napylean promptly or 
dcred his generals in Germany and Ital; 
as well as tho reserves in France to marc! 
to tho banks of the Danube, «nil the con 
centration went forward with tho usua 
dispatch. Tho odds in numbers were like 
ly to be more than two to one againsi 
France; hence it was necessary to make up 
for tho lack of soldiers by rapid move 
mcnts nnd blows, and in its first stages 
the campaign of 1809 was like those tlm 
had gone before. 
Tho emperor reachet 


tho front and assumed personal commant 
of the troops on April 17. Five days later 
he whipped the Austrian leader, Archduke 
Charles, at Kukmuhl, in Bavaria,complete- 
ly routing his forces and taking 20,000 
prisoners. The Awstrians then abandonee 
the border and left the rond open for tho 
French to seize Vienna. On May 13 Na- 
peleou stood in Vienna with 00,000 troops, 
not halt of the number which ho had se- 
lected to meet him on tho Danube, for the 
spring freshets in mountain rivers blocked 
their march mom effectually than tho Aus- 
trian bayonets had done. On the other 
hand, the Archduke Charles, with ft fresh- 
ly recruited army of Austrian veterans, 
lay iutreiiclicd on the opposite side, of tho 
river from tho capital, while from all 
parts of tho dominions re-enforcements 
were hastening to join him. Tho availa- 
ble strength of Austria was placed at 500,- 
OUO men, and the problem which Napoleon 
had to face was how to prevent tho con- 
centration of the vast forco to crush him. 
Half of his own troops were not up; au 
impassable river lay between him and the 
army, which he deemed it necessary to 
disperse before ib grew more formidable, 
and the enemy's guns commanded every 
position available for the crossing of Jus 
troops. In this emergency Napoleon trans- 
ported his army to the island of Lobau, 
in the Danubo six miles below Vienna, 
where tho channels on cither side were 
narrow enough to bo spanned by floating 
bridges. 


On tho 19th of May, in the night, tho 


crossing was effected over both channels 
by 20,000 French troops. Next day, with 
Napoleon at their head, they seized two 
villages in front ol the Austrian oanip, and 
:o\vard its close ono village defended -by 
only 7,000 French was attacked by 36,000 
Austrians. Tho other village also became 


~ scene of a desperate battle, and tho 


iroops in Vienna were hurried across the 
single bridge as rapidly as possible. When 
half of them had crossed and been mo en- 
gaged in desperate fighting to bold tho 
;ronnd, the bridge between tho island and 
Vienna gave way under tho forco of the 
lood, carrying a column of troops with it. 
Soon afterward Lannes, Napoleon's favor- 
ite marshal, fell mortally wounded, and 
reluctantly tha army was ordered to ro- 
ttcat to the island. 
• , 


To most men' the disaster would have 


seemed irreparable. It had cost tho French 
15,000 men, besides tho loss of Lannes 
ind the sting of defeat. But Napoleon 
recovered bis spirits tho very night of tho 
retreat after taking a brief nap on a bed 
of straw. Tho heroic fighting of hissol- 
liers had caused a loss to tho Austrlans 
of nearly 30,000 men, and he argued'that 
weeks would pass bcioro the archduke 
would recover from tho blow. Ho Imme- 
diately began preparations for a second 
ittempt, and for this purpose built a per- 
manent bridge to connect tho island with 
.he Vienna shore. In order to deceive the 
iustrians ho built heavy fortifications 
opposite the point of his first crossing 
and manned them with cannon to sweep 
:ho channel. Meanwhile a floating bridge 
ngeniously devised by Napoleon himself 
u give witli tho current, was constructed 
ready for launching some miles down 
be ehannol on tho flank of tbo enemy's 


position ID iron; 01 we Austrian 'center 
and flanks and everything (in readiness to 
stand and take battle or to 'plunge forward 
and deliver it. So much bad been accom- 
plished since the disaster in May by pa- 
tience and pertinacity. Napoleon bad let 
go a weak hold and secured an infinitely 
superior one. What would he do with it? 


In tho first place, there existed a possi- 


bility that 45,000 fresh Austrian troops 
under Archduke John would join the ene- 
my on Wngrum heights that day from up 
the Danube, and Napoleon's first move 
was to dispatch » strong column of all 
arms to intercept their march. A heavy 
reserve of cttirasseurs, artillery and the 
Imperial guard remained on the plains 
along the river banks, while tho corps of 
Davoust, Eugene, Bernadotte and Mas^ena' 
inarched forward to envelop Wugram. The 
Austrians took tho initiative in actual 
fighting and drove back the French left 
wing, AU the guns of both armies oamo 
into play, and Jiioro than 1,300 pieces 
mingled their flro along a battle front 
nine miles long. 


Having hurled back Napoleon's left 


wing, tliu Austrian commander in person 
led his own left across tho rivulet of Russ- 
bach, which separated the combatants, to 
assail tho French right under Davoust 
and Grouchy. Napoleon interpreted this 
boldness to mean that the Archduke John 
had come up with his corps and so led for-

innroh to tho rescue. But yet ho waited 
all day without beginning tho attack, so 
that, before nightfall on July 6 the bulk 
of tho French bad crossed. The army, corps 
trader Masseria, Davoust, Borhaclottc, 
Princo Kugone 'and MacDonald were In

ward an immense reserve, with which ho 
hurled tho Anstiians back over the stream, 
followed by Davoust and Groucbj', who 
drew up under tho heights beyond. Tho 
French right secure, Nnpoleou returned 
to his left and attempted to recover lost 
ground there. In this lie failed. Massena 
was wounded and compelled to rjdo in o 
carriage. His troops recoiled before tho 
Austrlnns, and tho latter pressed on to- 
ward the river until, approaching tho old 
crossing of Alay opposite Napoleon's bat- 
tteries ou Lobftu island, the guns thoro 
gavo them a sudden and disastrous cheek. 
At that moment Napoleon's generals, Mas- 
sena in particular, urged him to thrust 
forward the French center and secure the 
key point at Wagram. But ho was im- 
movable, witli his eyes fixed upon Davotist's 
battlcticld, where there stood in plain 
view of all the army a village crowning a 
height, whicli the Atistrians stubbornly 
defended. 
.Suddenly the smoke of battle 


rolled back beyond tho village toward tho 
Austrian rear. Davoust had won. Tho 
Austrian left had been broken. Turning 
to an aid, Napoleon exclaimed: tf Quick, 
captain! Tell Massena to fall upon what- 
ever is in front of him.;' To n general he 
cried, ''Take 100 guns, GO from my guard, 
and crush the enemy's column." 


Then and there burst forth tho most 


terrible artillery fire known to history un- 
til the hour of Piekett's charge at Gettys- 
burg. And'this nt Wagram was the pre- 
lude of another grand forlorn charge. The 
100 cannon galloped to the front and 
opened Jiro. Dessieres led forward his 
cavalry, supported by tho guard, but the 
Austrian batteries answered tho canuon- 
ade with tho fire of more than 300 pieces. 
The 20 regiments of horse under Bessiercs 
succeeded iu breaking the Austrian squares 
and riding among their cannon, which, 
however, plowed awful gaps in their ranks. 
The gallant leader was thrown from th> 
saddle by a cannon ball which struck his 
steed ami hurled him bodily from under 
bis rider. But the grand -charge movec 
ou in spite of tho cavalry disaster. Mac- 
Donald foraicd his storming column o] 
16,000 infantry under cover of the .can- 
nonade and dashed forward close upon tho 
heels of the cavalry, aiming for the heights 
of Wagram. The front line in the center 
comprised 8 battalions, the flan'ks I'D. On 
tho right and left of tho infantry flanks 
rode two mounted divisions, with a divi- 
sion of mounted grenadiers and one ol 
foot guards as a grand reserve. In his 
pathway lay scores of French guns dis- 
mounted by tho enemy's flic. His own 
ranks showed nt every step tho fresh gaps 
made by the Austrian shots, but still he 
pressed oil until his corps was wiped out, 
and tho pitiful handful of but 1.500 men 
fixing to their eagles. Meanwhile Masse- 
na, on the left, and Davoust, on tho right, 
taking advantage of tho confusion in the 
Austrian lines caused by MaoDonald's 
charge, hurled the enemy's flanks farther 
and farther from tho center. Davoust 
finally turned to the left and opened his 
guns upon the heights of Wngram in Mac- 
Donald's front. 


That ended the battle, and Napoleon 


sounded a halt, preferring to let well 
enough alone rather than risk his victory 
for tbo sake of cheap glory in capturing 
flags and guns from ft fleeing enemy. Tho 
Austrinns wore beaten, and Napoleon won 
a long era of peaco with tho house of 
Hapsburg us well as its fair daughter, 
Maria Louisa, for a bride to supplant the 
Empress Josephine,
